Turtle Crawl' 
Hit by Negro 


CLEVELAND UR — The National 
Assn. for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People will not be content 
with "the crawl of a turtle" rn a 
jet age in its campaign to win full 
equality for the American Negro. 
This was emphasized Sunday by 
Ray Wilkins, executive secretary 
of the 
NAACP, who addressed 
some 4,000 delegates at the clos­ 
ing session of the organization’s 
49th annual convention 
"There is no comfort in our reso­ 
lutions for those who complain that 
the Negro is going ‘too fast’ and 
‘presMng too hard’," Wilkins said. 
In a jet age we carmot be con­ 
tent with the crawl of a turtle. We 
have waited too long — we have 
been truly the soul of patience to 
be told now that we must abide by 
the ‘never never* pace of Missis­ 
sippi and her sister states. 
“ It is far too late in the day in 
a world where men of all races are 
battling for freedom and equality 
for anv band of little men to turn 
back the clock." 


NICOSIA, Cyprus dr — A round- 
the-clock curfew was clamped on 
Cyprus today to halt 
mounting 
warfare between Greek and Turk- 
I ish Cypriots. Terror gripped the is­ 
land, 
The British governor. Sir Hugh 
Foot, ordered all persons to stay 
in their homes until further no­ 
tice except civil servants and es­ 
sential public workers. It was 
the most drastic security move 
since the shootings, bombings, 
ambushes and riots began on 
this Mediterranean Island three 
years ago. 
A government spokesman said 
district security committees would 
arrange for the townspeople to get 
food, probably through lifting the 
curfew at specified times for shop 
ping, He insisted the government 
did not intend to starve the Cyp­ 
riots into submission. 
The Greeks and Turks bere have 
bien fighting each other 
since 
June 8. ever since the word got 
out that the new British plan for 
the island would not satisfy the 
Greek majority’s desire to unite 
with Greece or the Turk demands 
to partition the island to protect 
their rights.

THE TURKS took the initial ini­ 
tiative in the communal attacks. 
But last week EOKA, the Greek 
underground terrorist organization 
which had been generally quiet for 
months, announced it would take 
the warpath against the Turkish 
Cypriots. 
Theft wa* a rising tide of Greek 
attacks on the Turks and of Turk­ 
ish retaliation. Three Greeks and 
five Turks died Sunday, bringing 
the toll in the last five weeks to 
31 Greek Cypriots and 20 Turkish. 
Four Greek stores were burned out 
and the Chapel of St. Mamas, con­ 
taining the island's finest w o o d 
carvings, was badly damaged by 
fire.

Steel Price 
Rollback Stops 


Mott Manufacturers 
To Absorb Increase 


CLEVELAND (A P )-T h e mag­ 
azine Steel .says the snowball ef­ 
fect of an anticipated steel price 
rise should be reduced this year. 
The higher cost of steel may not 
get into that new refrigerator. 
The 
weekly 
trade 
publication 
made the prediction on the basis 
of a survey of steel users. The 
majority of users indicated they 
would absorb m o st of any price 
increase. 
Although the respondents were 
nearly unanimous in believing the 
steel price boost - to compensate 
for higher labor coats since July 
I • will come, they gave widely 
varying answers on how much of 
the increase they w ill absorb them­ 
selves. 
For example, one maker of wire 
shapes plans to pass along the en­ 
tire cost increase to its customers, 
while a competitor plans to ab­ 
sorb higher costs itself. 
One reason for the variance, says 
Steel, is that some manufacturers 
expect to sell on quality, service 
and engineering. 
“ Rut the m ajority,” said Steel, 
“think keen price competition is 
the major consideration; they be­ 
lieve added costs could be relayed 
only at the expense of sales.” 
Meanwhile, 
steelmaking opera* 
turns, which had dropped sharply 
the first week in July, edged up­ 
ward half a point last week to 53 5 
per cent of national rated capa­ 
city. equivalent to an estimated 
1.445.000 tons.

A surprising development has been t h e 
fact that the stock m arket has not only 
stayed firm for the most part but has re­ 
gained much of the ground lost in last fail* 
decline.

Pulls Temp to 
Absolute Zero

magnet

suitcase 
which uses more power than the 
propellers of a guided missile sub 
marine was unveiled here today. 
The little giant has gone to work 
as a supercooling instrument, re 
during small samples of m atter to 
tem peratures 
approaching 
a boo 
lute zero. 
The object of the magnet's work 
is to determine the properties of 
substances when virtually all the 
heat 
has 
been 
pumped 
out 
of 
them. Man) materials have tveen 
reduced to temperatures oniv 
a 
few degree*, or even a small frac­ 
tion of a degree, above absolute 
cero. 
In this condition the substances 
do strange things 
Helium, nor­ 
mally a gas. climbs the walls of 
its containers when it is reduced 
to a liquid only two or three de­ 
grees above absolute zero. A strip 
of steel will shatter like glass A 
piece of rubber band becomes so 
hard it can be driven into a plank 
like a nail. 
The new magnet is the first ma­
